DARLING. 


A Great Toet lias said— 
Huiiorand »lianie from no condition Tlae; 
AuTellVur |,»rt-there»ll the honor lie«. 
How much truth there is in this saying, is 


atrikinply shown in the history of Grace Dar- 
ling ; for, being in what is culled a humble 
atntion in life. »he acting well her part in it, 
•nd having on one occasion manifested some 
ef the higheit qualities whi< h belong to hu- 
man nature, became, for these reasons, an 
object of respect and admiration to per- 
sons of every rank and condition, and ac- 
quired a celebrity which may be said to have 
spread over the greater part of the civilized 
•world. Noblcb of the highest rank, and even 
royalty ilsolf, felt the demands which the (tin- 
S 


ilar worth of this youn? woman made upon 
em, and vied with individuals of her own 


class in doing her the honor she deserved. 


Gr.sce Dm ling was one ot a numerous fam- 


ily born to William Darling, lighthouse keep- 
er. Her graiid-futlu-r, Robert Darling, ori- 
ginally a coopi-r at Dunse, in Berwickshire, 
removed to Belford, Northumberland, and 
finally settled as keeper of the coal-light on 
the Browntinan, the outermost of the Fame 
ialnnrls on the coast ot the last mentioned 
county. 
William Darling succeeded his fath- 


er in that situation, but in 1826 was transfer- 
red to the lijfhthousu on the Longstone, an- 
etber of the tarne group of islands. The quali- 
lii» required in the keeper of a lighthouse are 
ef no common kind ; ho must be a generally 
intelligent, as well ai steady and judicious 
man. Moreover, in so solitary a situation as 
the Longstene lighthouse, where weeks may 
pass without any communication with the 
mainland, he would need to be of that char- 
acter which has resources within itself, so as 
to be in a great measure independent of the 
rest of society for what may make life pass 
agreeably, in such a situation, the mind of 
an ordinary man is apt to suller from the want 
of excitement and novelty ; while a superior 
mind only takes advantage of it for improv- 
ing itself. Of this superior character seems 
to be WUlMfn Darling, the father of our he- 
roine. He is described as uncommonly stea- 
dy and intelligent, and of extremely quiet 
and modest manners. It speaks great things 
for him, that his children hav« all been edu- 
cated in a comparatively respectable manner 
—his daughter Grace, for example, writing 
in a hand equal to that of most ladies. 


Grace was born November 24, 1815, at 


Bwnborough, on the Northumberland coast, 
being the seventh child of her pnrents. Of 
tlio events of her early years, whether she 
was educated on the mainland, or lived con- 
stantly in tho solitary abode of her parents, 
first at the Brownuman, and afterwards on the 
Longstoce island, we are not particularly in- 
formed. During her girlish 3 ears, and till 
the time of her death, her residence in the 
Longs tone lighthouse was constant, or only 
broken by occasional visits to the const. She 
and her mother managed tho little household 
•t Longstone. 
She i* described aa having 


been at that time, as indeed during her whole 
life, remarkable for a retiring and somewhat 
reserved disposition. In person she was about 
the middle size — of fair complexion and a 
comely countenance — with nothing masculine 
ID hor appearance ; but, on tho contrary, 
jrontte in aspect, and with an expression of 
the greatest mildness and benevolence. 
Wil- 


liam Hewitt, the poet, who visited her after 
the deed which wade her so celebrated, found 
her a realization of his idea of Jeanie Deans, 
the amiable and true-spirited heroine of Sir 
Walter Scott's novel, who did and suffered so 
much for her unfortunate sister. She had the 
iweetcst smilo, he said, that he had ever seen 
in a person of her station and appearance. — 
"You see," aaid he, "that she is a thorougly 
good creature, and that under her modest ex- 
terior lies a spirit capable of the most exalted 
devotion— a devotion so entire, that daring is 
so much a quality of her nature, that the 
. most perfect sympaty with suffering or endan- 


gered humanity swallows up and annihilates 
everything Kke rear or self-consideration — 
puts oat, in fact, every sentiment but it- 
. 
Ther* is something, unquestionably, in the 


scene of Grace's early years which was calcu- 
lated to name an unobtrusively enthusiastic 
spirit. 
The Farae islands, twenty-five in 


number at low tide, though shunted at no 
grant distance from the Northumbrian coast, 
*ra desolate in nn uncommon degree. Com- 
peted of rock, with a slight covering of herb- 
age, and in some instances surrounded by 
precipice*, they are the residence of little be- 
«6ei eea-fow). On the principal one (Fame), 
in »n early Rg«i there was a small monastry, 
celebrated •* the retreat of St. Cuthbert, who 
died there in the year 686. "Faroe," says 
Mr. RaJne, in his history of Durham, " cer- 
tainly afforded an excellent place for retire- 
ment wad meditation. 
Here the prayer or 


(he repose of the hermit could ortly be inter. 
roted by the scream of the wattr-fowl, or

mariner in his path through the deep. Rath- 
er more than a century ago, a Dutch forty- 
run frigate, with all the crew, was lost am- 
mgthe islands. In the year 1789, a large 
merchant brig, on v her return voyage from 
America, was dashed to nieces amongst them, 
under peculiarly distressing circumstances.— 
>uring the dreadful gale-which continued 
rorn January 81st to February 8th, 1823, 3 
>rigs and a sloep were wrecked in their viei- 
iity,bnt all the crews were saved except one 
>oy. 
Another brig was dashed to pieces 


jn Sunderland Point, when all on board per- 
shed; and a large brig und a sloop were 
wrecked on the Harker. Mr. Howitt, speak- 
ng of his visit to Longstone, snys, "It was 
ike the rest of these desolate isles, all of dark 
whinstone, cracked in every direction, and 
worn with the action of winds, waves, and 
empests, since the world began. O\er the 
greater part of it was not a blade of grrfss, nor 
t grain of earth; it WHS bare and iron-like 
•tone, crusted round all the const, as far «s 
n'gh-wnter maik, with limpet and still small- 
r shells. 
We ascended wrinkled hills of 


jlack stone, and descended into worn and 
lisrnal del's of the same; into some of which, 
where the tide got entrance, it c«me pouring 
tnd roaring in raging whiteness, and churning 
he loose fragments of whin&tone into round 
>ebbles. and piling ihem up in deep crevices 
*ith sea-weeds, like pi eat round ropes and 
enps or fucus. 
Ovrr our heads screamed 


inndreds of hoveling biidb, the gull mirgling 
ts hideous laughter most wildly. 


Living on that lonely spot in the midst of 


the ocean—with (he horrors of the tempest 
amiliarised to her mind, her constant lullaby 
he sound of the everlasting deep, her only 
>rospect that of the wide-spreading sea, with 
,he distiint sail on the horizon—Grace Dar- 
ing was t.hut out, as it were, fiom the active 
scenes of life, and debarred from those inno- 
cent enjoyments of society and companion- 
ihip which, aa a female, must have been dear 
to her, unaccustomed though sho was to their 
ndulgence. 


She had, reached her twenty-second year 


when the incident occurred by which her 
name has been rendered so famous. 


The Forfarshire ttcamer, a vessel of about 


three hundred tons burden, under the com- 
mand of Mr. John Humble, foimerly master 
of the Neptune, sailed from Hull, on her 
•voyage to Dundee, on the evening of Wed- 
nesday the 5th of September, 1838, about 
inlf past six o'clock, with a valuable cargo of 
sale goods and sheet-iron; and having on 
aoard about twenty-two cabin and nineteen 
steerage passengers, as nenrly as could be as- 
certirned—Coptain Humble and his wife, ten 
seamen, four firemen, two engineers, two 
oal-timuiers, and two stewards; in all, sixty- 
three persons. 


The Forfarshire was only two jears old ; 


aut there can be no doubt that her boilers 
were in a culpable stnte of disrepair. 
Previ- 


ous to leaving Hull, the boilers had been ex- 
amined, and a small leak closed up; but when 
off Flamborough Head, the leakage re-ap- 
peared, and continued for about six hours; 
not, however, to much extent, as the pumps 
were able to keep the vessel dry. In the sub- 
sequent examinations, the engine-man, Allen 
Stewart, stated his opinion, that he had fre- 
quently seen the boiler fis bad as it was on 
this occasion. 
The fireman, Daniel Dono- 


van, however, represented the leakages as con- 
siderable, so much so that two of the fires 
wen* extinguished ; but they we're relighted 
after the boilers had been partially repaired. 
The progress of the vessel was of course re- 
tarded, and three steam-vessels passed her be- 
fore she bad proceeded far. The unusual 
bustle on board tbeForfarshire, in consequence 
of the state of the boilers, attracted the notice 
of several of the passengers ; and Mrs. Daw- 
son, a steerage passenger, who was one of the 
survivors, stated, lhat even before the vessel 
p,ft Hull, so strong was her impression, from 
ndications on board, that "all was not right, 
that if her husband, who is a glassman, had 
come down to the packet in time, she would 
lave returned with him on shore.

different (spurious) bills; and this is done 
with a great deal of ingenuity—but they can 
all be detected by close inspection when held 
:o the lights. The better way is to refuse all

Thurlow Weed of the Albany Evening 


Journal states in a few words, " the how and 


why" 
of Mr. Fillnaore's nomination as Vice 


President. 
It is worthy of record us part of 


the politient hibtory of the country : 


We had, before leaving Albany for the Na- 


tional Convention, repeated and free conver- 
sations with Mr. Fillmore on the questions of 
President and Vice President. The result 
was, 
thut Mr. F., who had been named for 


Viep, President, concluded, for reasons not 
now pertinent, not to be a Candidate. 
We, 


therefore, with knowledge and approbation of 
Mr. Fillmore, decided in favor of Abbot Law- 
rence for Vice President. Gen. Taylor was 
nominated, after a ptolracterl and exciting 
canvass, for President. The friends of Mr. 
Cluy, formidable in numbers and influence, 
weie opposed to Mr. Lawrence. The friends 
of Mr. Webster were opposed to Mr. Law- 
rence. The Ohio Delegation, contrary to ex- 
pectation, were opposed to Mr. Lawrence.— 
This rendered it necessary to look for anoth- 
er Candidate. Wi'h thi? view it was arrang- 
ed that the Convention should take a recess 
immediately after nominating Gen. Taylor 
I hat it might harmonize on a Candidate for 
Vice President. But a fierce debate sprung 
up, and the Convention was precipitated in- 
to a canvass for Vice President. 
The names 


of Mr. Lawrence and Mr. Fillmore were pre- 
sented. We were first informed of this state 
of tilings by Dr. Foote, of Buffalo, and Mr. 
Crandull, of Lock port, whom we met going 
out of the Convention. To these gentlemen 
we replied, " if Mr. Fillmore has been named 
as a Candidate we must put him through."— 
Going immediately into the Convention, we 
found the first ballot for Vice President pro- 
ceeding. It resulted in a plurality for Mr. 
Lawrence. 
We conferred with the Hon. 


Truman Smith, who was the recognized and 
responsible friend of Gen. Taylor at the 
North, and who promptly acquiesced in the 
propriety of nominnling Mr. FiDmore. 
Mr- 


Smith then went with us to William J Graven, 
of Kentucky ; Edward Stanley, of North 
Carolina; Mr. Gentry, of Tennessee ; Thomas 
Butler King, of Georgia; Judge Winches- 
ter and Mr. Peters, of Louisiana, and so al- 
ong through the Delegations friendly to Gen. 
Taylor, who had voted for Mr. Lawrence on 
tho fust ballot, explaining to them the consid- 
ations which, in our judgement, rendered the 
nomination of Mr. Fiilmore expedient. 
These explanations were deemed satisfactory ; 
»nd on the next ballot Mr. Fillmore, receiv- 
ing the votes of mo&t of Gen. Taylor's warm 
friends, was nominated by a handsome major- 
ity.

DEFINING Bifr POSITION.—Hon. Robert 


Rantoul, chosen U. S. Senator in place of B! 
C. Winthrop, recently defined his position on 
the Fugitive Slave Bill, at a Democratic meet- 
ing in Lynn, Mass., by speaking an hour, and 
forty-five minutes in defense of the following 
Resolutions, which he presented: 


Resolved, That the Constitution of the 


United States has not conferred upon Con- 
gress the power to enact any law authorizing 
officers of the United Slates to determine the 
slavery or freedom of persons found within 
the territory of any State, and to carry them 
out of the State wherein they are found to 
be held as slaves in another State. 


JRe.wlped, That no person in any State of 


this Union can be lawfully deprived of his 
liberty, without due process of law, which 
process, in the case of an alledged fugitive from 
service, is a suit yt common law, wherein the 
fact whether said fugitive was lawfully held 
to service in the St«te from which be is allet'g- 
ed to have escaped, shall be determined by a 
trisd by Jury. 


Resolved, That such a trial by Jury shoul« 


precede the delivery into the hands of th 
party claiming him, of cuch alledged fugitive, 
and should be had in the vicinity where the al- 
ledged fugitiie is found. 


fleso/ved, That in the determination of 


the question of liberty, all presumption of 
law and fact, are and ought to be in favor of 
liberty. 


Resolved, That the Fugitive Slave Law, 


enacted by the Congress late expired, con- 
travening these principles, is unjust, unconsti- 
tutional and in derogation of the fundament- 
al maxims of the Government, and ought to 
be speedily and for ever repealed. 


At tho close of the meeting he was unan- 


imously nominated as a candidate for election 
to Congress.

we believe in.
